The Homan Revolation,
From the N. Y. Tribunae,

The threats of France have obtained the de-
gired object, The Italian Government, after
hositating awhile whether to stand op frmly
for the outraged honor of the nation, or vow-
ardly to acknowledge the supremacy of Frauoe,
has ohosen the latter course, It has given
to Louls Napoleon positive pledges that the
people of thePapsl States shall be kept sub
Joot to the temparal power, though they
ghould unanimously protest against it; that
the Italian unity shall not be consummated,
and all the commands of Francas shall ba faith-
fully axconted. JThus the hopes of the patriots
have for the present been dashed to pisoes,
and, finding it lmpossible to continus their
present enterprice in view of the unlooked-for
attitnde of the Government, the insurgent
foroes have evaconted the Papal territory.

For the preaent the Romau revolation seems
fo be st an end, bat the idea of establishing
the sational unity in Italy {8 not on that ne
pount abandoped, We shall soon hoar
gunother plan of campaign. The present Goy
groment his cruelly disappointed the Varty of
Acotion. Garibaldi and his frisnds thought
that the Government, in its servility towarls
France, would not do more than required to
do by that September Convention, and that
in the oage of an insurrection fn the Papal
Slates, the Government itself would observe a
nefitral position, and would kesp ofl the Inter.
vention of other powers, The Kiog and Ra-
tazzl evidently wished to pursue pracisely this
course; and seem, for sowe tims, to have ge-
riously meditated it. Bat when the hour of
final decision arrived, the courage of the Gov-
prnment failed, and the demand of Frauce was
submitted to. With snch a Government, the
Party of Aotion will probably thiuk, no head-
way can be made. Garibaldil, in his Iast pro-
clamation, declared Hatazzi to be a disgrace to
the nation. Ricciottt Garibaldi, the gevond
son of the Liberator, in an address delivered
recently to an Foglish meeting, declared that
his father made a mistake In ealling Victor
Emanuel the Ke Calontuomo, fualing i3
likely tospread. Italy wants Rome, il posal-
ble, {n cobperation with the National Govern-
ment; but if the National Govermment rofases
coliperation, then in apite of it,

18 Frenoh Government has achisved o tri-
umph; but there are trimmuphs which, if re.
peated, destroy the wvictor. The victory over
the Italian Goveroment may prove to be of
this kind. Henoeforth France, instoad of Ans-
tria, is the mortal enemy of the Italian people,
There has salready been & riot against the
diplomatic represantative of France in Naples,
and it seems likely that other riots of the same
charaoter may follow. It can certainly not be
to the advantage of Irance to have two na-
tions, like Prussia and Italy, chafing under a
yoke which Franoe tries to fasten upon them.

—The latest despatches from Flo-ence
throw some doubt on the reported end of the
revolution. It ia stated that the Italian raply
to the French ultimatum has not yel been
ﬁivan, that Menotti Garlbaldl Is still In the

ald, and that General CGaribaldi bhas once
mors escaped from Caprera. We fear, how
ever, that the Frenvh acoonnts of the submis
sion of Victor Emanuel to lLonis Napoleon
will be found to be substantially correct,
They are confirmed by the report that Ratazsi
has resigned, and bas been sucessded by Gene-
ral Menabrea, who, more thin any other pro.
minent statesman of Italy, represents the jo-
terests of the temporal power,

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Hopes and Purponses of the Democralic
Paxty,
From the N. Y. Times.

Wae appreciate the candor with which the
World reveals the caloulations of ils party on
the subject of reconstruction, They do not
essentially differ from the view wehave already
imputed to the Democracy, but they are
noticeable as an explicit avowal of plans and
purposes entertained in expectation of further
eleotoral puccesses. Let una look at the ad-
mitted facts and the suggestive Inferences of
the Demoeratic organ.

The World admits, in the ilrat place, that
“at least four years muoat elapse bafore the
Reconstruction acts can be repealad, aven
though the Democrats should win every alec-
tion during that periotd, if the Republican
party uses its power to the utmost." Now,
congidering the ¢uarter from which it comes,
this i8 a tolerably conulusive vonfession a8 to
the irreversible character of the Congres=ional
policy. Four years will suvely saflice for the
solution of the recoustruction problem. Eyen
suppoling that the preéseut measurs may not
operate elfvotually in all its dutails, foar years
will constitute a period ample for modifeation,
amendment, and, if nesd be, the abiolute on
forcement of any proballe conditions which
Congress may dictate, And thefour years'
torm, remember, {8 predionted on the assnwp-
tion that every election from now till the end
will result favorably to the Demovrats. The
bypothesis could nol possibly be more iniui-
oal to the Republicans. But it leaves them
four years for the execution of their policy.
More than that we are not dispossd to desire,
unless they meanwhile prove themsolves
l!';llitl to the emergenoy.

Neverthe .28 the World takes for granted
the readiness of Republican Benators volunts-
vily to sarrender their power, and gratuitonsly
Lo sacrifice the policy of their party, “when it

comed clearly evident’” that the Damocrats
Are on the eve of restoration to power. We
are told that *‘the Republicans virtaally con-
cede this in thelr elgotion appeals,’* which is
more than we previously knew. For, though

recognize them as purties to a negotiation for
restorivg the Unpion! In other words; the
men who fonght against the Unlon, with thei
Northern abettors, are to be allowed to pre-
geribe the terms on which they will come back
into the Union,

In the negotiation for compromise which the
World proposes, the Republivan party, al-
though confessedly clothed with controlling
legisiative authority for yeara to come, is ex
pected to give up everything, Thereis to be
ome eoltlement, indeed, and on & single
puint some concesgion. Dut what the settie-
ment is to be, and how far congession is liksly
to #xtend, may be inferred from the World's
programiue, On one gide is to be the Repub-
livan party ; on the other are to be the Demo-
oratic party, the Southern malcontents and
Pregident Johnson, And as it i3 to be a
walter of negotiation and 4 settlement on the
most amiable terms, we have no difficulty in
comprehending the purpose of the party for
which the World dogmatically speaks. |
rests in a nutshell.
